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GRANT  PURPOSE:  The  Purpose  of  this  Grant  is  to  provide  partial  funding 
to  support  Symposia  and  Awards  at  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Conference  of 
Shock  and  the  combined  meeting  of  the  Eighth  International  Lyrophokine 
Workshop,  and  the  Fourth  International  Workshop  on  Cytokines. 

The  conduct  of  the  workshop,  the  personnel  and  effort  and  the  use  of  funds 
for  direct  and  indirect  expenses  shall  generally  be  as  set  forth  in  the 
Grantee's  proposal  entitled  "Symposia  and  Awards  at  the  Sixteenth  Annual 
Conference  of  Shock  and  the  combined  meeting  of  the  Eighth  International 
Lymphokine  Workshop,  and  the  Fourth  International  Workshop  on  Cytokines, 
which  proposal  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The  Grantee  agrees  to 
obtain  concurrence  of  the  Grantor  for  any  desired  deviation  from  the 
proposal. 

PERIOD:  The  Grant  is  for  the  period  01  JUN  1993  through  31  MAY  1994. 


The  Shock  Society  Program  Chair  Dr.  Cook  with  support  of  his  program 
committee  of  Drs.  Bob  Bond,  Ftank  Cerra,  Mitch  Fink,  John  Flynn,  and  Mohammed 
Sayeed  reviewed  and  placed  a  record  breaking  total  of  240  abstracts  for  the  final 
program.  The  number  of  national  and  international  participants  and  the  scientific 
qtudity  of  the  abstracts  are  further  indications  that  the  Shock  Society  is  flourishing. 
The  committee  selected  32  abstracts  for  presentation  in  four  minisymposia  which 
cover  topics,  i.e.  "Adhesion  Molecules",  "Mediators",  "Endotoxin /Sepsis",  and 
'Tiemorrhage/lschemia-Reperfusion".  Four  Shock  Society  members  have  served  as 
Chairs  for  the  respective  sessions:  Gerald  Till,  Reuven  Rabinovici,  Richard 
Raymond  and  Bob  Bond. 

In  addition,  194  abstracts  were  scheduled  as  poster  presentations  in  three 
sessions:  "Hemorrhage/Ischemia-Reperfusion",  "Mediators",  and  "Endotoxin/ 
Sepsis".  Four  outstanding  finalist  for  the  Young  Investigator  Award  were  selected 
and  presented  in  a  stimulating  award  session. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  a  workshop  "Basic  Molecular  Biology  Concepts  and 
Techniques"  was  scheduled  on  Sunday.  The  workshop  was  conducted  by  two 
excellent  molecular  biologists,  Brett  Giroir  and  Jim  Norris.  Renowned  speakers 
were  selected  for  three  symposia  dealing  with  the  "Role  of  Nitric  Oxide  in  Sepsis 


and  Tissue  Injiuy",  "Molecular  Mechanisms  in  Shock",  and  "New  Insights  into 
Cytokine  Interactions"  (below).
